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Export of Cotton 
Continues Heavier 


6 Million Bales, as Against 


5 Million for One 


Year Ago 


MEMPHIS.—(U. S. Department of 


- Agricultures—• The cotton market dur- 


ing the period February 27 to March 
4 was fairly .active with price fluctua- 
tions narrow. 


Demand for spot cotton was stated 


as being rather mixed, ranging from 
poor to good. Inquiries covered al- 
most all grades and tsaples excepting 
in the higher grades of extra long 
premium staple cottons. Some reports 
indicated a slightly easier asking basis 
on the part pf holders. 


Average price middling as compiled 


from the quotations of the ten desig- 
nated spot markets March 4th 6.72c 
compared with 6.6Jc February 26th 
and 10.35c on corresponding day a 
year ago. 


Sales of spot cotton as reported by 


the ten markets for the past week 
amounted to 116,147 bales, compared 
with 49,692 bales for the like week the 
year before. According to the Wealh. 
er Bureau for the week ending March 
1st the springlike warmth, abssnco of 
material precipitation and the abund- 
ant sunshine made an unusually fav- 
orable week for outside operations on 
farms for this season of the year. The 
dry weather was especially favorable 
in the cotton belt where most of the 
winter has been wet. 


Exports to March 4th this season 


amounted to about 
6,000,000 bales, 


compared with about 5,100,000 for the 
corresponding period the previous 
season. 


Estimated world cotton production 


for the season 1931-32 according to pre- 
liminary figures amounted to 27,3.00,- 
000 bales, compared with 25,600,000 last 
reason and 26,500,000 the season be- 
fore.

dollars to.the tax burden of the fed- 
eral government was 
completed by 


the Housi'Ways and Means commit- 
tee late Saturday, and was expected 
to be submitted to the house Monday. 
Discussion, however, maytnot come up 
before Thursday. 


Secretary Mills said the Indicated 


deficit in the fiscal year, 1 33, ex- 
clusive of statutory debt retirement, 
was approximately $1,240,000,000. He 
said the committee proposed to cover 
this by $1,120,0^0,000 in new revenue 
and by reducing expenditures $125,000,- 


Mellon's successor warned that the 


balanced budget still is dependent on 
successful resistance to all increases in 
expenditures, in addition to the ac- 
tual reduction of $125,000,000. 


Acting Chairman Crisp of the com- 


mittee,said the prospective.deficit was

planned for the Postoffice Department. 
With the $1,096,000,000 expected from 
the bill this, he said, would leave a

Big Sales Tax 


-The committee went into new fields 


for its revenue raising legislation in 
determining upon a 2.25 per cent man- 
ufacturers sales tax. This provision is 
expected to affect 140,000 manufactur- 
ers and bring $595,000,000 in revenue. 


The committee raised the income tax 


and lowered the exemptions to raise 
an 
additional $1112,000,000. Several 


hundred thousand who have not been 
contributing directly to the Treasury 
will dig into their 
pockets 
when 


March 15, 1933, comes around, None 
of the taxes are retroactive. Exemp- 
tions for single men were reduced 
irom $1,500 to $1,000 and for married 
men from '$3,500 to $2,500. 


Individual income tax rates v/cre in- 


creased from I'/is to two per cent for 
the first $4,000; from three to four per 
cent for the second $1,000 and from 
five to six per cent for the next $6,000. 
The sulax rate is on incomes in ex- 
cess of $10,000 with one per cent up 
to 512.000, It then is graduated up to 
40 per cent for $100,000. 


Trie corporate income tax was boost- 


ed irom 12 to 13 per cent and $21,00,- 
000 is expected from the one per 
cent increase. 


A super-tax was placed on estates 


which will go direct to the Teasury, 
along with the levy provided in the 
new gift tax. They are expected to re- 
turn $35,000,000. 


The maximum estate tax was in- 


creased from 20 to 40 per cent but 
the maximum gift tax was placed at 
30 per cent, a $100,000 exemption be- 
ing allowed on the latter. The ap- 
praisal is to take place 18 months after 
death. 


Amusement Tax Back 


Places of amusement with admission 


of 25 cents and above were assessed a 
flat 10 ner cent designed to produce 
$90,000,000. 


The tax on stock transfers was in- 


creased from (wo to four per cent 
and is expected to produce $28.000.000. 
This also will apply to loans of stock 
used for short selling. No tax was lix- 
ed on bond transfers. 


An excise tax of four cents a gal- 


lon on all lubricating oil was imposed 
and is expected to provide $25,000,000. 
A fevy of one cent a gallon on im- 
ported gasoline, gasoline oil, fuel and 
crude oil was levied. 


A 35-cent a gallon 'tux was placed 


on malt syrup, a 40 per cent ad valor- 
cm tax on grape concentrates and a 
five cents a gallon tax on wort esti- 
mated to return $30,000,000. 


From telephone, telegraph and radio 


messages taxes, $35,000,000 is expected. 
A five-cent tax is imposed on mossavs 
coiling from 31 to 49 cents, and a 10- 
cent tax on those costing more than 
50 cents. Newspapers and press asso- 
ciations having leased wires arc ex- 
empt.
